I seein a number of 'The New Eng-
land Farmer, a letter from a Mr. John
A. Jones, of Ripley, asking for informa-
tion in relation to drainage of land that
has a tight pansubsoil, and which inqu-
irics I have cousidered. Having had
some little experience in the druinage
of land, I beg to offer o few remarks to
brother farmors, subscribers to the (fer-
mantown Telegraph, who are long dis-
tances from where draining pipe and
tilearcmade. Thereare lots of farming
« pamphleteers,” some of whom know
about as much of practical farming and
draining as an ass could of snipe-catch-
ing. Their motto is to sell their book.
But give me the writing of a practi-
cal farmer who is not ashamed to sign
his name in full at the cnd of the article
he writes in any paper.  Judge French's
work on Drainage may be an cxcellent
work, but he don't scem to quite under-
gtand stone drainage. Though with all
due deference to that gentleman's judg-
ment, as also that of the worthy cditor
of The New England Farmer, I cannot
but differ in opinion with both. In the
first place Judge French must think
but very poorly of us farmers’ common
senso generally to imagine any onc,
who kunows peas from beans, would
ever think of putting in a drain only a
footdeep. From the tenor of Mr. Jones’
letter he is for cconomy as well as dur-
ability, and to go upon Judge French’s
plan would be pactty ncar as cxpensive
as having draining pipe ortile transpor-
ted by railway,but to say the least ofit
it could not be dono without considerable
extra expense, which would be altogeth-
er useless in a stono drain. Then for
the Judge to talk of filling in with shav-
ings. Farmers have not always plan-
ing mills on their farmsf, at lcast not
up in this western country, to supl:l_v
such a commodity and one too that
would in a short time rot out and the
soil sink that thickness. PerhapsJudge
Freuch is not aware that if a drain is
dug from four to five feet deep in hard,
tight pan, as it is here cnllcti, and ghe
soil thrown in again without either pipe,
tile, poles, stonc or shavings, that that
land would have on either side will
drain to s great extent through not
suflicient to insure good crops in wet
scasons ; but if stones arc throwh in at
the bottom of the drain and adjusted a
little, with small stones scattered on the
tops to fill in the larger apertures be-
tween, and if there is only & very tri-
fling fall. that is a permanent drain and
will last for o century, and drain the
land effectually from eight to ten feet
on cach side. Therc needs be no hay
no shavings, no nothing, the soil will
get in solid on the stones as on shav-
ings. So far from tho small stones be-
ing injurious they would be beneficial
by helping the drainnge.

Neither do I agree with our worthy
editor of The New-IEngland Farmer on
the ground that the smaller stones
would be a resting place for moles.
don't just see the point, and thiuk the
moles would bave better working stuff
through hay, turf or shaving, and tho’
the water may in a few instances

our down through these moles holes
into the stonos below it would soon fill
up, but not bo so likely to stop the
drainage as if made according to Judge
French’s plan of a duct or culvert.
Whicre pipe, tile and stone arc not eas
get-al-n{ﬂo the land can be drained wit
poles, aud will last many years. I have
drained with poles and find it to answer
well. I pat in the bodtom of drain
threc poles or young oak treos grubhed
for tho purpose with roots on, and then
two and then one on top, placing them
in the drain with the end downhill;
putting at the mouth or outlet some
roots with pole cut offto keep the drain
opeu.  If the land fulls two ways, east
or west and north or south, it matters
not if some drains aro put in cach way,
so they can cmpty freely. In some
cases a large receiving drain {s needed
to conduct aud carry off the water from
the smaller drain,

We would advise every farmer, who
can possibly do it, to thrash"his wheat,
ryc, ond oats, a8 the crop is drawn
from the field. There are many consid-
erations in favor of doing this. 1st. By
rcuson of tho state of dryness in which
it is hauled off the field, the grain isin
botter condition for the thrashing mach-
ino (or certainly ns good). than at any
other time, Qdy. Only one handling is
necessary, and -thus {ubor is saved.3d.
At harvest-timo grain {s almost always
in better demand by millers and in tiw
genaral market often brings o higher
price than at;other times, Taking one
year with another, it will bo found that
this is the most advantageous time to
market grain for speculation, very well
: he has a right to become a speculator
if any one has; Lut wo hold as a goneral
rule, that so soon n8 & farmer has his
i)roduco ready for market, then is his
hest time to sell. The carliest markets
ara almost invariably the best. We
were once enabled to sell the whole of
our crop of wheat at a high price, for
sced, because we had thrashed in time
andnone of our neighbors had. Lastly
and most worthy of cansideration is the
fact that, by thus eatly thrashing oand
marketing, the destruction by vermin
—nmiice, rats, weevill, otc.—Iis prevent.
od. We believe that ten percent ot
least of the grain put into barns is put
there,—unintentionally of course, but
not the loss surcly,—for the Lenefit of
rats and mice. A granary may be
made rat.proof, but a barn cannot,
and if 1% could, would soon be stock-
ed by the animals carricd in from the
ficld among the sheaves.

Honrszs 1¥ Sustmer—Farmers' work
during tho hot summer months, requires
only the lightest harness. Wooden
collars aro now used with great com-
fort to the horse. In the city of New
York the harness worn by strect rall-
road horses 1a as 3onnt as is consistent
with the work they have to perform.—
No breeching is used, and hip-straps are
dispensed with, Teams may often be
scen tlowlng in the hot days of July
and August, in the same harness they
wore during the winter. Thisis un-
necessary, nay somotimes it amounts to
positive cruclty. Remove every sup-
erfluous stm\», take away the back-strap
and crupper-band and let the air circu-
late freely around the body. At night
when work is ovor, wasl tho sweat and
dust from the logs and thighs of the
horse; o dash of water on his flanks
would be grateful tohim.
